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\VHEN THE sheet metal contractors of Chicago at a 
meeting which was held Monday, March 2oth, elected 

Rettas officers, the final step was taken in the 

Methods Of anization of one of the largest groups 
Mean Lower Oi this trade in the United States and 
Cost to All. thus another strong link has been forged 
in the chain which reaches from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from Canada to the Gulf and which is 
known as the National Association of Sheet Metal 
Contractors. 

This organization since it was formed ten years ago 
has stood for cooperation, for education, for better 
methods, for greater efficiency—for everything that 
tends to improve conditions in the sheet metal trade 
and through this organization has been made possible 
the accomplishment of many objects which otherwise 
would not have been reached. 

One of the prime objects of the National Associa- 
tion of Sheet Metal Contractors as well as of its local 
branches is to educate the individual sheet metal con- 
tractor to adopt methods of conducting his business 
which will not only make more profit for him but also 
make it possible for his fellow tradesmen to make more 
profit. 

This is accomplished by showing the various items 
that enter into the cost of doing business which is illus- 
trated in a chart that has been prepared by the officers 
of the National Association of Sheet Metal Contrac- 
tors and which has been mentioned a number of times 
in AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

At first glance this might be thought to mean a 
higher cost to the consumer and might therefore by 
him be regarded as a movement against his interests 
and he would thus not be likely to look upon it in a 
very hearty spirit. 

But, as one of the speakers remarked at the banquet 
which was the occasion of the installation of officers of 
the Allied Sheet Metal Contractors’ Association of 
Chicago: “The fact that sheet metal contractors will 
come to know more about their business and about 
the cost of doing business does not necessarily mean a 
greater cost to the consumer but, on the contrary, is 
more than likely to result in a reduction of the actual 
and ultimate cost of whatever job the sheet metal 
contractor performs for him.” 

Under the old lack of system, bids were submitted 
and many items of expense which entered into the 
cost of doing business were omitted—with the result 
that many bids were much lower than they ought 
to be. 

This omission brought the inevitable result that 
when the bid was accepted and the sheet metal con- 


tractor found that he was running behind on the job, 
he was likely to “skin” it or to employ less efficient 
help, so that even though the consumer paid a smaller 
price for the job, in the long run it cost more than if 
he had paid an amount which would have yielded a 
reasonable profit to the contractor. 

In other words, the lack of knowledge and the lack 
of cooperation among the sheet metal contractors actu- 
ally mean a greater cost to the consumer. 

This is one of the principal reasons why AMERICAN 
ARTISAN has always been in favor of proper organiza- 
tion and cooperation along the right lines among sheet 
metal contractors as well as among dealers in hardware 
and kindred lines, and whatever credit may be due to 
AMERICAN ARTISAN for its efforts in establishing and 
maintaining such trade organizations as the National 
Sheet Metal Contractors’ Association and its various 
local branches, or as the National Warm Air Heating 
and Ventilating Association, or as the various retail 
hardware dealers’ associations, is amply repaid in the 
realization that through these organizations not only 
the men and firms directly engaged in these various 
trades and enterprises have gained, but also that the 
consumer has been better served in every respect. 

AMERICAN ARTISAN, now as _ heretofore, stands 
ready to give aid in every possible way toward the pro- 
motion of movements that have for their purpose the 
improvement of business and trade conditions, and 
upon this occasion felicitatés the sheet metal contrac- 
tors of Chicago as well as those of the country at large 
upon the organization of a body of men whose influ- 
ence for good is certain to be of more than exceptional 
importance. 








AT THE ANNUAL meeting of the stockholders of 
Swift and Company, the great packing house corpora- 
tion, it was announced that the net profits 
One Quarter for the past year were somewhat over 
_ a nine million dollars. At first thought this 
sans would seem a good sized addition to the 
meat bill of the country, but when the figures of the 
annual statement are analyzed we find that it repre- 
sents earnings of 21/5 cents on every dollars’ worth 
of sales and less than one-quarter of one cent per 
pound of product. 

If it were not for the tremendous volume of sales 
amounting to nearly four billion pounds a year, it 
would not be possible to do business on such a small 
margin. 

And yet, the prosperity of this concern—and of 
many others—has been seized upon by agitators who 
are either ignorant of the true facts of the case or, 
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being conversant with the actual condition, wilfully 
misrepresent them to the unthinking masses, with the 
result that unrest and bad feelings are stirred up. 

The relation between profit and volume of busi- 
ness is not nearly so well understood as it should be, 
and this applies to consumers as well as to retail hard- 
ware dealers, and vice versa. 

It stands to reason that if it costs $4,500 to operate 
a retail hardware store selling, say $25,000.00, which 
is on the basis of the average expense of 18 percent 
of the sales, and if the sales of this store can be in- 
creased to $30,000 by the additional expense of say 
$400.00, then the net profit on the $30,000 sales will 
be larger not only in volume but also in proportion 
to the sales, because the additional sales have been 
made at less than the basic expense of 18 percent. 

That is why progressive hardware stores advertise ; 
that is also why progressive manufacturers and whole- 
salers of hardware advertise. 

They know from experience that by advertising they 
can increase their volume of business to such a de- 
gree that their cost of doing busiriess is reduced and 
their net profits become larger. 

There is this, however, to remember: The cost of 
‘doing business at retail increases at a greater rate 
after a certain point has been reached—varying with 
the different conditions and localities. 

For instance, in Chicago the cost of making a $1.00 
sale is about 20 cents in the outlying trading centers 
for average sized stores, while for the large depart- 
ment stores it goes up as high as 30 cents and even 
more in one or two of the State Street stores. 

That is one of the reasons why these State street 
stores do not sell their wares any cheaper than those 
in the outlying districts; while because of the larger 
volume they buy their cost price is lower, the addi- 
tional expense of doing business makes up for the ad- 
vantage they enjoy in buying. 

But they manage by careful attention to detail by 
avoiding overbuying, by pushing of the business, to 
show a good return on the investment, and while their 
net profit on each individual sale may be smaller than 
that of the hardware dealer in the neighborhood 
trading center the aggregate of all these small profits 
becomes a large total when figured up at the end of 
the year. 

We have left behind us for good, the days of few 
sales and large individual profits. The order of today 
is “quick sales and small profits.” 

The retail hardware dealer who pushes for business, 
advertises and prices his wares properly is the dealer 
who at the end of the year will show a larger net profit 
and a cleaner stock than the dealer who “waits for 
trade to come to him.”

tomer take out a $50.00 stove and place a charge 
that amount on his books and then to all intents :

when the notion strikes him to go through his bo. 
and see how much his open accounts with custom: -s 
amounted to. So far as security or definite arran; »- 
ments for payment of the indebtedness were c 
cerned, there were none. 

If the banker should lend $50.00 to a man sim; \ 
taking an acknowledgment from him and putting t 
acknowledgment in the vault, his bank would certa 
ly not be regarded as a very safe place in which to ¢ 
posit money, nor would he be likely to make any ve 
large profit for the stockholders of his bank and tie 
probabilities are that if he operated a state or nation! 
bank, it would be closed the first time that the exam- 
iner came around and inspected his books and .ac- 
counts, 

Usually when the question of credits and collections 
comes up, the remedy for the bad condition which is 
commonly admitted, is that the dealer change from a 
credit business to a cash basis. 

While in some instances this may work out all right, 
it would seem that some better solution of the prob- 
lem might be found. 

For instance, if a man had a sore tooth, in the old 
days the only remedy was to pull it, but nowadays the 
good dentist leaves the tooth in and removes the cause 
for the soreness. In like manner, the fact that the 
hardware store may have a lot of bad accounts on its 
books is not in itself necessarily an indication that 
credit business cannot be conducted successfully in 
particular community and that the cash basis is the 
only way of running a retail hardware business in that 
community, for experience has proven that with the 
proper system and enforcement a credit business can 
be successfully conducted in the same community and 
with the same people as customers. 

The fundamental principle of a successful credit 

business is that credit should not be allowed to persons 
who are not entitled to that favor, for it is a favor 
on the part of a retail hardware dealer to extend credit 
and he should be the only judge as to whether tha: 
favor should be extended to the person who requests 
credit. The dealer should in all cases insist upon 
definite statement from the customer as to when and 
how payment will be made, and if an unusually large 
amount is involved he should require the customer to 
sign a note providing for payment at some specified 
time. ; 
While the note in itself may not be worth any mor: 
than the promise of the man to pay, still it is some def 
inite evidence of indebtedness and for that reason ca! 
be used as a collateral in case the dealer should find 
it advisable at some time to make such use of it— 
providing always that the credit was granted to a per 
son who was worthy of credit. 

The whole problem of conducting a credit busines 
successfully resolves itself after all, into the question 
as to whether the dealer will make up his mind to con 
duct that feature of his business with the same car 
that he expects a banker to conduct the loan depart 
ment of the bank in which the dealer makes his de 
posits.

A man who has been actively engaged in manu fac- 
turing sheet metal products for 48 years ought to 
know something about his business, especially if he is 
the sort of a man who is inclined to study the technical, 
financial, commercial and industrial features of that 
trade and if he applies the knowledge derived from 
study and practical experience in the proper manner, 
he is bound to rise far above the average. 

Such a man is J. C. McFarland, the subject of this 
sketch, who in 1867 entered the sheet metal business 
and has been engaged in it ever since. The compli- 
ment paid to him by his unanimous election to the 
presidency of the Allied Sheet Metal Contractors’ 
Association of Chicago, held Monday evening, March 
29th, is indicative of the high 
estimation and regard in 
which he is held by his fellow 
craftsmen. 

Mr. McFarland was born 
January 1, 1850, on a farm 
near Wilmington, Delaware. 
While he was still a small boy, 
his parents moved to Illinois 
and settled in Chicago, his 

making 
lightning 


father engaging in 
eavestroughs and 
rods under the firm name of 
Emery and McFarland, the 
shop being located at Clinton 
and Randolph Streets. When 
young McFarland had finished 
his schooling he went to work 
in his father’s office as a book- 
keeper and here learned the 
first principles of keeping 
track of the cost of doing 
business, something which, by 
the way, he has never for- 
gotten 

This firm patented and manufactured the first slip- 
joint or hanging gutter which is made by folding the 
sheet metal back on itself about one and a half inches 
and then folding it forward again, leaving space for 
the end of other pieces to slip in. The patent has since 
run out and now practically every manufacturer of 
eavestroughs and gutters is using the same method. 

About 1869 they heard of a farmer near Topeka, 
Kansas, who had made a sheet metal moulding for cor- 
nice work and wrote him for information about it. 
The next thing they heard of it was a notice from the 
railroad that it had arrived at the station. It consisted 
of a piece of cornice moulding two feet long together 
with a crown moulding and offset. It so happened 
that the old Birch Block on the southwest corner of 


Lake and Dearborn Streets caught fire just at this 
time and that a building across the street had be 
damaged. Two wooden cornices each twenty f 
long had been burned off, and Emery and McFarland 
got the job to replace them. They had the sheet meta! 
moulding which had been sent by the Topeka man, 
but they had no man who had ever seen a sheet. meta! 
cornice and after the job had been secured, it was a 
problem how to get it out. But as good Providence 
would have it, just at this time there appeared on the 
scene a tramp who applied for work. This man turned 
out to be a first-class mechanic, thoroughly posted in 
cornice work which had been used in the East for a 
number of years, and he made and put up the cornice 
with the help of young 
“Clem” as Mr. McFarland 
was then called. 
In 1872, just after the big 
Chicago fire, Mr. McFarland, 
together with I. N. Price, who 
had been a foreman with Em- 
ery and McFarland and Ed- 
ward Todd started in busines: 
for himself on La Salle Street 
near Ontario Street under tlic 
name of McFarland, Pric« 
and Company until 1883 when 
the firm of Atkinson and Mc 
Farland succeeded to the busi- 
ness. 
In 1900, the firm of J. C. 
McFarland and Company was 
formed, E. N. Hyde who in 
1883 came to the firm as a 
bookkeeper, being taken into 
partnership. A short time 
later a factory was built at 
South Fifth Avenue and 27th 
Street and the business was 
incorporated as the McFarland-Hyde Company. 

The Company had the contracts for the sheet meta! 
work on the three largest railroad terminals in thi 
country—at Washington, D. C., and the Pennsylvania 
and Grand Central Stations in New York. 

In 1911, a four story building was costructed ad 
joining the old quarters and the company there manu 
facturers art metal doors and trims in enamel finish. 

Mr. McFarland in spite of his sixty five years of 
age is just as active as he ever was and supervises hi: 
large business personally. He is a man who is known 
in every section of the country as his company ha 
done work nearly all over the United States and h« 
is looked up to by the entire sheet metal trade as a 
man of high character and unusual ability. 
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\Vhen the movement to form an organization among 
<heet metal contractors in Chicago came to the point 
of crystallization, one of the men who had a very 
active part in the preliminary meetings although he 
did not have a great deal to say was O. M. Bales who 
was later on chosen to fill the important position of 
vice-president of the Allied Sheet Metal Contractors’ 
Association of Chicago. 

\lthough Mr. Bales did not make any speeches, he 
made the most important motion at the meeting when 
it was decided to form a permanent organization and 
he did it at a time when those present were just in the 
proper spirit to vote and act upon his motion in a 
way that was desired by everyone but for which for 
some reason no one else 
seemed to be able to choose 
the psychological moment. 

This tends to indicate that 
Mr, Bales is a man of clear 
conception and quick grasp of 
the situation, for as has often 
happened in movements of 
this character, altogether too 
much time is taken up by 
talking about what should be 
done instead of getting to 
work, and so to him must be 
given credit for bringing the 
movement to actual accom- 
plishment and forming a per- 
manent organization such as 
has been formed among the 
metal contractors of 
Chicago in the various 
branches of this industry. 

Mr. Bales is in the prime of 
his life having been born Au- 
gust 9, 1871, in Toledo, Ohio. 
He received his school educa- 
tion in his home town and at the age of eighteen en- 
tered the sheet metal trade as an apprentice in Wa- 
bash, Indiana. 

Some years later, he went to Columbia City, Indi- 
ana, and in 1895, at the age of twenty four years, 
came to Chicago where he established himself as a 
general sheet metal contractor, at 3962 Cottage Grove 
\venue and his business has been conducted at this 
place ever since. : 

When the question of selecting officers for the new 
organization came up, the universal opinion was that 
the man to be chosen for president of the association 
was J. C. McFarland, but when he was approached 
on the matter by the Nominating Committee, he 
stated that it would be necessary in case they settled

upon him for the presidency, to also select a man 
who would be able to fill his place if possible even 
better than he, and the unanimous opinion expressed 
by the members of the nominating committee was 
that Mr. Bales would be the man to choose for vice- 
president—with the exception of one member of that 
committee, his name being O. M. Bales. 

However, he finally consented to serve and was 
elected vice-president at the meeting which was held 
on Monday, March 2oth.

in the March issue of AMERICAN Artisan I dis- 
-yssed how the retail hardware dealers might profit 
from the annual house 
cleaning period. The cam- 
paign which was outlined 
in that issue to secure the 
business on house cleaning 
utensils should be followed 
up by a campaign on tools, 
appliances and other mer- 
chandise for use in the an- 
nual Clean up and Paint up 
Campaign which has come 
to be recognized as a regu-

lar feature in many communities, and which is being 
carried along on very progressive and effective lines in 
many sections of the country. Manufacturers of hard- 
ware and kindred merchandise are providing advertis- 
ing and selling helps for this purpose which can be 
used by practically every hardware dealer who is wide 
awake if he takes advantage of the opportunity thus 
presented to materially increase his sales and profits. 

Such a campaign should be entered into on a very 
large scale and wherever possible not only the hard- 
ware dealers but other merchants such as lumbermen, 
dealers in building material, and other similar lines, 
should be interested in the movement. 

The object of the campaign so far as the consumers 
are concerned is of course to improve the appearance 
in general of the houses and yards of the town as 
well as of the farms in the surrounding territory. 

The articles which will be needed in such a cam- 
paign by the consumers would be paint, brushes, wall 
paper, window screens, screen doors, wire fences, 
spades, forks, hoes, rakes, and many others. 

A campaign committee should if possible be ar- 
ranged for and plans laid for a thorough canvass of 
the entire community, so that every property owner 
can be visited and interested in the movement. 

Wherever this has been done, the campaign has al- 
ways resulted in making the community assume a far 
hetter appearance and largely increased sales of the 
articles mentioned in the foregoing which is, of course, 
something in which the progressive dealer is espe- 
cially interested in. 

In order that the hardware dealers may obtain the 
greatest results from such a campaign, it is necessary 
that every article, tool and appliance which will be in 
special demand during such a campaign be displayed 
particularly prominent in the stores and in the win- 
dows. Window displays should be arranged showing 
tools and appliances that suggest themselves for a 
clean-up campaign. Advertisements should be in- 
serted in the local newspapers, and in this connection 
it is, of course, wise to enlist the support of the editor 


of the paper, so that he may devote editorial space to 
promote the movement. 

In a New England town from which I have just 
received a communication meetings were arranged 
with the city officials, civic workers and the officers 
ot the women’s organizations at which the object of 
the campaign was thoroughly explained and in that 
way the movement received a great impetus, with the 
result that the business was greatly increased. 

Each individual dealer, and in this case, of course, 
[ refer particularly to the hardware dealers, should 
feature the lines that he carries which can be showed 
to advantage during the special period and he will find 
that the time given to arrange displays for this special 
occasion will be very well paid for in increased busi- 
ness and profits. 

As many hardware dealers carry paints, this line, of 
course, will be made prominent by them at this time 
and with a little special effort, heavy sales will be 
accomplished. 

To give an idea of how the paint business may be 
materially increased, I will cite an instance from the 
experience of a very progressive hardware dealer in 
Illinois who took advantage of the offer from the 
company from which he bought his paints, to thor- 
oughly canvass his entire territory with circular let- 
ters and booklets furnished by the company. But 
while a great many dealers may confine themselves in 
this work of solicitation by mail to the letters and 
booklets furnished by the manufacturer, this hardware 
dealer went one step farther and followed it up with 
personal letters of his own and considerable solicita- 
tion by his own salesmen, and this was the method 
that he adopted. He selected one man from each 
street in town and from the largest streets one from 
each section. Then he called on these men personally 
and succeeded in persuading more than half of them 
to have their houses painted. The result was that in 
practically every section of that particular town right 
at the beginning of the paint season one house was 
being painted and, as is the case in many other in- 
stances, when one man begins to paint the other fol- 
lows suit, so that before long he had quite a large 
number of paint sales to his credit.

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HARDWARE CLUB 
OF CHICAGO AND ITS DOINGS 














The splendid address of John R. Glenn, secretary of 
the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association, before the 
Hardware Club of Chicago, at its Weekly Luncheon 
on Tuesday, March 23rd, was followed by another 
strong address along similar lines by William D. 
Blatner, field secretary of the Associated Employers 
of Illinois, who spoke on Tuesday, March 3oth, on the 
subject: “The Employer the Employe’s Best Friend.” 

Mr. Blatner emphasized the fact that only when 
the employer was in position to make a profit on his 
investment was it possible for him to pay his employes 
well, and that for this reason the interests of employ- 
ers and employes were in many cases identical. He 
cited the circumstance that while Labor took an active 
part in politics, as a rule the employer did not—in 
many cases not even knowing who were his represent- 
atives in the state and national legislatures. 

His address was in part as follows: 


Business men represent, or ought to represent, the best 
and most intelligent opinion in the districts in which they 
live. They ought to exert a strong influence in favor of 
laws that are fair, just and right. Undoubtedly they can 
exert that influence if some way is devised to reach them, to 
lay information before them and to arrange opportunities 
for the exchange of their ideas and for the expression of their 
views. Why is it that they now take so little part and have 
so little influence in legislative matters? Why do they couut 
so little in molding public sentiment? Why do they allow 
the employing class to be grossly slandered by demagogues, 
labor organizers and so-called social reformers, without lift- 
ing their voices in protest or in their own defense? Doesn't 
it all hark back to your failure as an individual to exert your 
proper influence? You can exert that influence by becoming 
a member of this Association and taking advantage of the 
opportunities it will afford to make known your views and 
ideas. You will then be doing your part in molding public 
opinion upon the many questions affecting the employment 
of labor which must be decided and which are not likely to be 
rightly decided while one of the parties involved remains 
silent and allows matters to go by default. 

With regard to the state legislature and its mem- 
bers Mr. Blatner said: 

_Do you know their attitude on bills which have been 
before the legislature, and which will undoubtedly be there 
again, affecting the relations between employers and em- 
ployees ? Have you ever talked with any of them on the 
subject r 

Have you made it plain to them that you favor sound, 
conservative legislation for the industries, of this state, and 
— you are opposed to radical, hasty and uneconomic legis- 
ation? 

In short, have you ever let them know that you are inter- 
ested in any way? Have you ever done anything to help 
build up a proper community sentiment in favor of sound, 
conservative business methods and laws? 

Mr. Blatner continued by citing some of the bills 


which have been introduced in the now sitting legisla- 
ture at Springfield, Illinois, and pointing out how 
the enactment of these bills into law would materially 
interfere with the successful conduct of business and 
in many instances would reduce the legitimate profits 


+ 


of manufacturers and merchants to a point altogether 
o near the danger line. 
“The only way,” said Mr. Blatner, “to prevent these 
ls from becoming laws is for you employers to 
show the legislators that they are not acting in the 


best interests of the people in general when they pass 


what in many instances can be regarded as nothing but 
pure class legislation. 

“And the only way you can show this is by taking 
an active interest in what is done in the legislative 
halls, now that your representatives have been chosen 
and are in session. 

“What you should do in the future is this: Make 
certain that the candidate who offers himself for 
your franchise is not only honest but capable of judg- 
ing as to what is likely to be of harm and what is 
likely to be of help—not simply to one certain class 
but to all, employers and employes alike.” 

Mr. Blatner closed by urging his audience to quit 
“kicking” about the class of men which compose the 
legislature, stating that the great majority of them 
were honest and fairly capable, but that they were nat- 
urally guided in their actions by those who made their 
interest manifest, and that, therefore, the thing for the 
business men to do was to !et their representatives and 
senators know their wishes with regard to legislation 
which affected business, and to show why they ob- 
jected to or favored certain measures. 

E. T. Harris, vice-president of the Hardware Club, 
expressed on behalf of the members and their guests 
their appreciation of the fine address and the good 
counsel to which they had listened.

COLONEL T. COLEMAN DU PONT HAS PLAN 
FOR BUILDING AND MAINTAINING 
HIGHWAYS. 


Colonel T. Coleman du Pont who recently disposed 
of his interests in the du Pont Powder Company and 
retired from its presidency has evolved a plan for the 
building and maintaining of highways, which in his 
opinion, a few years will pay back to the builders, the 
entire cost of the road and continue to pay large divi- 
dends in addition to keeping the road in perfect con- 
dition. 


This statement was made by Colonel du Pont at a 
recent meeting called by the Fifty Associates of Cali- 
fornia in Los Angeles which was attended by a large 
number of business men, bankers and manufacturers 
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who are interested in the advancing of the good roads’ 
movement, 

“By making two or perhaps three surveys and then 
saying frankly to the land owners that wherever the 
road authorities can get the greatest amount of two 
hundred feet in addition to the width required for 
the road, they will construct the road. This 
width when near growing towns will increase very 
rapidly in value and the income from it in a very few 
vears will maintain the road. The additional land 
should never be sold but leased upon a valuation basis 
at a low rate of interest to the occupant just as long 
as he pays this interest on its valuation which, of 
course, should be adjusted periodically and by this 
arrangement a man would be just as safe in building 
on the land belonging to the road as if the title were 
in his own name.” 

Colonel du Pont is constructing at his own expense, 
a highway across Delaware on the lines indicated in 
the foregoing. This highway is dedicated to the state 
or the counties it traverses and likewise the strip of 
land on each side of the highway.

ured. Also on the other side toward the rear of the 
house, the 18 inch branch joint is taken off from a 20x 
20 square to round pipe. This gives you a total of 800 
square inches against the branches that distribute 1,009 
inches, and which is an increase of about 21 percent. 

In the “Y” system there should be an increase of 
apacity of from 20 to 25 percent, to overcome the 

frictions and cooling of the pipes. 

[ did say it was a good working job, and I can go 
farther and say it worked perfectly and was satisfac- 
torily that each room received a proper amount of 
heat, and the working of the system was even success- 
ful beyond my expectations, because it is one of the 
most extreme branth systems I ever made. 

In regard to criticism or difference of opinion I ex- 
pected that, for I know that this branch system of 
installation will not be readily understood by all warm 
air heater installers especially amateurs and those who 
depend entirely on working from a book. 

However, it was my intentions in other articles to 
give other plans, some more simple than this and ex- 
plain all these points, how to do the work and the 
reasons for doing it so.

Kubly, of Madison, and P. J. Jacobs, of Stevens 
Point, the able secretary of the Wisconsin Retail Hard- 
ware Association, an agreement has been reached by 
which the present lien law will be repealed and the 
1911 law enacted again. The latter has an embezzle- 
ment clause providing for prosecution of the general

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WEEKLY REPORT 
OF TRADE AND THE MARKETS

MONTH OF MARCH SHOWS MATERIAL 
IMPROVEMENT IN MARKET 
CONDITIONS OF ALL LINES 
OF METAL TRADE. 


The metal market can be characterized, generally 
speaking, as being in far better condition at the end 
of March than has been the case for more than a year. 
Prices are high and activities in mills and factories 


are greater. Warehouse business is important and 
from practically every quarter come reports that or- 
ders received during the month show a very comfort- 
able increase as compared with February. The 
anxiety in regard to ferro-manganese has been some- 
what relieved, although the situation is not yet en- 
tirely clear, by the arrival of 1,000 tons of ferro- 
manganese from England. 

Another feature of the situation which is of en- 
couraging character is the acceptance by the Amalgam- 
ated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers of 
the revised wage schedule which was ratified by the 
referendum vote on Saturday, March 27th. War or- 
ders for guns, ammunition and other supplies con- 
tinue to be booked and many more are pending amount- 
ing to very large sums. Machine tools are being or- 
dered in large numbers both by manufacturers who 
are engaged in making ammunition and other war ma- 
terial and from railroads and other domestic manu- 
facturers. Prices on lathes have been advanced. The 
United States Steel Corporation is operating at more 
than 70 percent of ingot capacity so that taking it 
all in all, the market at the close of March finds itself 
in a condition which is distinctly encouraging. 

STEEL. 

During the past week, specifications on finished steel 
and other structural material have been received in 
increasing volume while new business was somewhat 
quieter in the Chicago district. Sellers of finished 
steel express themselves as determined to maintain 
quotations at 1.39 cents, Chicago mill for second quar- 
ter delivery and the general belief is that a lower price 
than this would not result in placing any more busi- 
ness during the present time than would ordinarily 
materialize.

SHEETS. 

Mills in the sheet making industry which have not 
been affected by labor troubles are reporting a ver\ 
good demand and many have received heavier speci 
fications than in any month for more than a year. The 
situation in galvanized sheets is unchanged and until 
the spelter market clears, business in galvanized sheet- 
will probably continue at a very small rate so far as 
the mills are concerned as warehouse men have not 
advanced their prices to any great extent. The Chi- 
cago quotation on 28 gauge galvanized sheets is 3.60 
cents. In Pittsburgh, there has not been any change 
in the market, 28 gauge galvanized sheets being held 
at from 3.40 to 3.45 cents. 28 gauge black sheets an 
10 gauge blue annealed sheets show very little activity 
and at unchanged prices.
